High Over Troops 
In Nevada Desert 


ATOM BOMB SITE. Nev., April 
22— J*—High in a sunny sky, th* 
U S. set off another atom blast 
Tuesday with press and civil de­ 
fense observers in grandstand seat* 
and with millions of television view­ 
ers from coast to coast looking in, 
too. 
The detonation jolted observed 
IO mile* distant and gave I .son 
troops an experience they wtll 
never forget. 
The explosion, billed in advance 
as one of the two biggest ever trig­ 
gered in this country, flashed at 
12.30 p. TZL, (EST) with such bril­ 
liance that it was clearly visible is 
Las Vegas, 75 miles away. 
The time hit the AEC’* promised 
moment of explosion right on the 
nose 
it had fixed the exact time 
24 hour* earlier. 
The fam iliar cloud began to form 
immediately. Like the flash, it w’aa 
visible as far away as Las Vega*.

SOME TELEVIEWERS reported 
they missed the flash, which mo­

This was due 
to the vast network of temporary 
microwave stations scattered from 
the Nevada desert to Los Angeles. 
* It probably was the largest bomb 
ever dropped on continental United 
States soil. The smoke blotted out 
the troops who were within four 
railes on ground zero.

LOWER BEEF PRICES 
HIGH BEEF PRICES were used as a 
main argument by proponents of price con­ 
trol in the fight which culminated in estab­ 
lishment of a new OPA. Now beef prices 
are softening. 
There are more beef cattle in the country 
than a year ago. On January I the count 
was 88 million cattle and calves in pastures 
and feed lots, the largest tally on record. 
The previous peak was 85 million h e a d 
early in 1945. 
Much beef was held back last year be­ 
cause of control difficulties but stockmen 
didn’t stop building up their herds. Beef 
critters have piled up and now are begin­ 
ning to reach the markets in increasing 
numbers. The number of beef cattle is es­ 
timated to have increased 6 million head 
last year, the largest increase ever re­ 
corded. 
Cattlemen are resigned to somewhat low­ 
er prices because competing cheaper foods 
such as pork and poultry have been absorb­ 
ing their market. But they are not quitting. 
Reports show they are continuing expan­ 
sion of their breeding herds. 
So the meat situation is again in excel­ 
lent shape, due to the operation of the law 
of supply and demand. And government of­ 
ficials at Washington are trying to think up 
a good reason why the cost of controlling 
abundance should be saddled on the tax­ 
payer. 


LEARNING ABOUT POLIO 
RPX ENT SCIENTIFIC discoveries con­ 
cerning the cause of polio have brought 
new hope to the medical world which is 
devoting its energies to the prevention of 
a disease which so far has baffled the 
world’s greatest medical scientists. 
From Johns Hopkins and Yale come si­ 
multaneous reports that the germ of polio 
strikes first in the blood, and not the 
nerves, as had been believed previously. 
Because the germs remain in the blood 
stream for days it will be possible to aid 
nature in producing the protective a u b- 
stances which will immunize the patient 
from the more serious effects of the dis­ 
ease. The blood makes antibodies to des­ 
troy the virus, but often fails to meet the 
challenge of the disease, and the germs 
creep into the nerves, causing paralysis. 
The time is not far distant when polio 
will be met and conquered, as have small­ 
pox and other diseases.

These Days 


Men do get excited on these television 
panel programs and say more than they 
planned to. So it seems that John Crosby, 
the radio and television expert of the New 
York Herald Tribune, got all excited on 
the “Author Meets The Critics” program, 
which these days booms with controversial 
ineptitudes. 
His desire was to denounce his opponent, 
Ted Kirkpatrick of “Counterattack” and 
“Red Channels.” which is anyone’s privi­ 
lege. Instead Crosby walloped the FBI, to 
which service Kirkpatrick once belonged. 
Crosby has since apologized for so heated 
and careless a remark as this: 
“Everybody was in the FBI during the 
war. It was a way of getting out of the 
army. We have copy boys on our paper 
who were in the FBI during the war.” 
On September 6. 1939, to the FBI’s duties 
in the criminal field was added the respon­ 
sibility of guarding the internal security of 
the nation. This required a rapid build-up 
of its forces, which could not be done with 
a lowering of qualifications, as that would 
defeat itself. 
No man could serve in the FBI who had 
not been especially trained. Once appoint­ 
ed, the new agents were sent to the FBI 
Academy, located on the Marine base at 
Quantico, Virginia. Here they were given 
an intensive course of instruction*. Classes 
were from nine in the morning until nine 
at night. Already qualified as lawyers or 
accountants or college graduates with spe­ 
cialized skills, they were trained as expert 
investigators and they qualified as experts 
in firearms — the Thompson sub-machine 
gun, the rifle, the shotgun and the pistol. 
A daily class in athletic training kept them 
in trim. 
When war came, these men were engag­ 
ed in tasks which were an essential part of 
any war, namely, guarding against espion­ 
age, sabotage, subversion. They were de­ 
ferred from the armed services because 
they were actually doing war work. Gen­ 
eral Lewis B. Hershey, director of the se­ 
lective service system, issued this memor­ 
andum on the subject: 
“The Federal Bureau of Investigation is 
charged with the responsibility of investi­ 
gating all violations of Federal statutes, 
and has further been charged with respon­ 
sibility in matters pertaining to the nation­ 
al defense, including espionage, sabotage, 
and subversion. As a part of its duty the 
bureau receives and maintains extensive 
fingerprint records. In the present national 
emergency the duties of the Federal Bu­ 
reau of Investigation will become more ex­ 
tensive and will assume an increasing im­ 
portance, It is considered essential to the 
national health, safety, and interest, and to 
the national defense that the functions of 
the Federal Bureau of Investigation should 
not bt impaired by the removal of trained 
personnel from critical positions with the 
bureau.M 
Even to intimate that these men were 
draft-dodgers. slackers, or anything of the 
sort, is stupid nonsense and represents the 
kind of wild thinking so characteristic oi 
all ad hominem arguments. In fact, FBI 
men were regarded as so important in their 
work that they were required to give up 
any reserve commissions they held. In

It may be wishful thinking, but 
they believe that by foxusing pub­ 
lic attention of wage and price 
controls the steel dispute is like­ 
ly to force government control 
agencies to speed up their plans 
for decontrol, all along the line. 
They cite as evidence: 
Defense P r o d u c t i o n Chief 
Fleischmann says plans to relax 
controls on metals—other than cop­ 
per—may be announced within two 
or three weeks. 
The curb on use of copper by the 
construction industry is being cas­ 
ed a little now by new rules re­ 
garding inventories. 
The government w ill let two and 
a half times as many commercial, 
community and religious buddings 


be started in the next three months 
as was permitted in the last three.

THERE 
ARE indications 
that 
measures than these are in the 
works for the next few weeks. 
Part of this pressure for decon­ 
trol is the easing of prices in a 
number of lines—shoes, 
clothing, 
fats and oils, textiles and in many 
of the 
basic commodities. Price 
ceilings become academic, and con­ 
trols over use of materials are 
harder to defend as supplies gain 
in volume. 
And part of the pressure comes 
from a restive Congress, divided 
over the government’s seizure of 
the steel industry, 
and beset by 
business groups urging taal they 
be set free from controls. 
Businessmen usually plug for 
complete ending of c o n t r o l s . 
Washington reports have it that 
the control agencies themselves 
would like to relax controls rath­ 
er than end them. 
One plan suggested is to make

Pickaway Farmers 
Advised To Begin 
Spraying Fields 


T he 1952 crop of Pickax ay Coun­ 
ty spittlebugs are now m aking their 
ap p e a ran c e. 


D am age to alfalfa and to sec­ 
ond y e a r fields of red c l o v e r 
from spittlebugs is again ex p ect­ 
ed in 1952. 
This d am a g e has taken the form 
of stunted growth and r e d u c e d 
yields of the Ju n e hay crop due to 
the feeding of the im m atu re bugs 
which surround them selves w i t h 
m a sses of spittle-like m aterial, The 
extent of loss in yield varies from 
25 to 55 percent of normal. 
The insect overw inters in the egg 
stage in the grain stubble and trash 
on the 
ground. 
Hatching 
occurs 
over a two week period co m m en c­ 
ing in southern Ohio by mid April 
and in northern counties about two 
w eeks later.

T H E TINY yellow to coral color­ 
ed bug im m ediately surrounds 
it­ 
self with a froth-like secretion and 
re m a in s encased in it for four or 
five weeks, during whirl tim e 
it 
sucks the sap from the stem s and 
b ran c h es stunting their growth 
By m id-June these num phs have 
m a tu re d into wedge shaped grayish 


f 
brown adults and resem ble 
larg e 
robust leafhoppers. I hey no longer 
secrete spittle, but are winged, and 
fly from the legume field at 
the 
tim e the hay crop is rem oved. 
In Jills and /*uuust n.any m i­ 
grate back to the second growth 
and in Septem ber to the f i r s t 
y ear crop of legum es present in 
the grain stubble fields. They la t­ 
er feed and lav eggs in t h e s e 
fields. 
All -tapes of the spittlebug feed 
on m any weeds in and rem ote from 
legum e fields and injure stra w b e r­ 
ries. f l o w r r s and o rnam ental 
shrubs. 
Treatm ent 
D am ag e to red clover can be a l­ 
most entirely prevented by sp ra y ­ 
ing or dusting the crop during the 
hatching period while 
the 
plants 
are sm al 
in late April or early 
May. Either benzene hexachloride, 
or toxaphcne is the insecticide to 
use. 
O ne-quarter pound of g am m a iso­ 
m er or benzene hexachloride 
a p ­ 
plied per acre quickly reduces the 
bugs to unim portant num bers. This 
is accom plished by applying 
one 
quart of benzene hexachloride (IO 
or l l per cent BHO em ulsion) in 
w hatever amount of w ater is a p ­ 
plied per acre.

INSECTICIDE is a fum i­ 
gant and does not have to strike 
the bugs to kill them .

This is applied at the 
rate of two pounds of the w ettable 
powder per acre in w hatever w ater 
is required. 
Toxaphene is also effective, but 
kills slower than BHE. It is used at 
the rate of I Va pounds of actual 
toxaphene per acre. A 60 per cent 
em ulsion should be applied at the 
ra te of I to V* q u arts per acre. 
One quart per acre would be 
sufficient if applied during t h e 
hatching period while the clover 
or alfalfa is sm all. Plant growth 
of eight to IO inches high requires 
the stronger d«t*age. 
E ither BHO or toxaphene dust is

Weed sprayers, previously used 
for applying 2,4-D, should be c lea n ­ 
ed very thoroughly before 
using. 
Clean with one gallon of am m onia 
per 50 gallons of w ater. P u m p 
this through the lines then allow to 
stand in tank over night followed 
by pum ping clear w ater
